The Soviet Government 
has notified the Japanese 
Government that it is 
ready to suspend nuclear 
tests without delay “pro- 
vided other countries ac- 
cept the duty of prohibiting 
them,” the Foreign’ Office 


announced Tuesday. 


A Soviet note to this effect was 
handed to Japanese Ambassador 
to Moscow Suemitsu Kadowaki 
by Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister N. S. Patollichev Zakhrov 
March 29 and announced joint- 
ly by the Governments of the 
two countries early Tuesday 
morning. 

It answered a Ja ap- 
peal for suspension of Soviet 
nuclear tests delivered to the 
Kremlin on March 9. 


The Soviet note stressed that 
the Soviet Government has con- 
sistently advocated that the use 
of nuclear weapons as well as 
tests of these weapons should 
be prohibited. 

Commenting on the proposal 
jointly sponsored by Japan, 
Canada and Norway for advance 
registration of nuclear experi- 
ments, the Soviet contended 
that such notice would not-solve 
the basic problem of ending nu- 
clear tests. ” 

Adoption of this proposal 
would serve only to justify con- 
tinuation of the experiments, 
the note continued. 

The Soviets said that Mos- 
cow’s proposal for an immediate 
ban on nuclear tests had not 
received the support of the 
Unjted States, Britain and other 
Western Powers, and regretted 
that on this account the.Soviet 
Government “is being forced to 
pay due attention to the testing 
of nuclear weapons for the 
country’s security.”

on ‘Brink’

The 322-page Bulles biography, 
according to a statement by pub 
lishers Harper & Bros., “exa- 
mines critically what he has ac- 


complished as Secretary of 
State.” 
But a careful reading turns up 


little that is critical. 

Talking about Dulles’ with- 
drawing the Aswan Dam offer, 
Beal wrote: 


“As a calculated risk the 
decision was on a grand scale, 
comparable in the sphere of 
diplomacy to the _ calculated 
risk of war taken in Korea and 
Taiwan. 

“It risked opening a key 
Middle East country ... to Com- 
munist economic and political 
penetration. It risked alienat- 
ing other Arab nations... 

“Dulles’ bet was placed on 
his belief that it would expose 
the shallow character of Rus- 
sia’s foreign economic preten- 
sions and that most nations 
would accept the thought, That 
there comes a time when 
tolerance must give way to 
firmness.” 

The biography says Eisen: 
hower, after deciding to end 
Kvrean War, got word to India’s 
Prime Minister Nehru. It says 
Dulles, visiting ndia in May, 
1953, “privately impressed the 
alternatives” on Nehru, who re- 
layed them to the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

Beal said Eisenhower and 
Dulles decided to stick by their 
“steely resolve” to fight to win 
with nuclear weapons if the 
truce failed—and “thus calmly 
did the two men look war in the 
face,” although “the Commu- 


nists did not even know of the 


decision,” 

Describing what he called 
“the second brink” Beal wrote 
that Dulles, Eisenhower and 
Radford decided to intervene in 
Indo-China under these condi- 
tions: 

“Britain, Australia and New 
Zealand would have to join... 
(and) the French would have to 
agree to stay in and rid them- 
selves of colonial taint...” . 

However, according to the 
biography, British Foreign Min- 
ister (later Prime Minister) 
Anthony Eden had “a change of 
heart” about united action in 
Asia after talking to Nehru.

Committee to Meet Here 
Friday on Uji A-Reactor 


By KOICHIRO KURIHARA 


The preparatory committee 
for establishment of an experi- 
mental atomic reactor is sched- 
uled to hold its fourth meeting 
Friday at the Kazan Kaikan in 
Tokyo. °* 

The conference, the first to be 
held in three months, is expect- 
ed to set the ball rolling in the 
stalled plans for constructing an 
experimental reactor for col- 
lege research in Uji, Kyoto Pre- 
fecture. 

The residents of Kansai are 
objecting vigorously to the plan 
on grounds the reactor will con- 
taminate the waters of Uji River. 

The fourth committee meet- 
ing will be devoted to discus- 
sion of the findings of the joint 
atomic reactor special commit- 
tee of the Kyoto and Osaka 
Universities since its third 
meeting held Jan. 9. It was at 
this third meeting that Uji was 
picked as the most promising 
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site for building the reactor. 

The preparatory committee’s 
initial plan hit a snag, however, 
after Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion Chairman Koichi Uda told 
the press the experimental re- 
actor should not be built in Uji 
over the objection of the local 
residents. 


Later, Education Minister 
Hirokichi Nadao promised in the 
House of Representatives that 
the reactor will not be built in 
Lji until it can be established 
beyond doubt that the reactor 
will not contaminate the Uji and 


Yodo’ _—irivers, amajor water 
sources of the Kyot ka area. 
Meanwhile, Osaka’s prefec- 


tural and municipal assemblies 
formed a joint council fer op- 
posing the establishment of the 
experimental reactor in Uji and 
sent petitions to the Govern- 
ment and the Diet. 


A protest group was formed 
even in Uji, which previously 
more or less welcomed the 
establishment of the reactor. 

The campaign for boycotting 
the reactor is now steadily 
growing into one of the largest 
community movements in Kan- 
| ae 3 

The issue is made even more 
complicating because Osaka 
University is opposed to. the 
choice of Uji while Kyoto Uni- 
versity is backing up the selec- 
tion. : 

It was under such  cir- 
cumstances that Dr. Hideki 
Yukawa resigned as chairman 
of the preparatory committee 
for establishment of the experi- 
mental reactor... 

Dr. Yukawa, who also gave 
up his post in the Atomic 
Energy Commission, had been 
endorsing the selection of Uji 
but on condition the local resi- 
dents agree to the idea. 

The committee’s fourth meet- 
ings is to be held Friday be- 
cause it must quickly make up 
its mind where to build the re- 
actor to get research work to an 
early start and to execute its 
budget.

The Japan Communist Party 
has decided to postpone its 
seventh national convention, 
originally scheduled for May, 
until this autumn, 

Law enforcement authorities 
believe that party leaders took 
the action not only because 
they have yet to complete the 
draft platform. they promised 
the last convention, but also be- 
cause of fears that the conven- 
tion, if held in the near future, 
might unearth intra-party con- 
flicts on ideological and person- 
nel matters. 


Apparently, no agreement has 
been reached on whether the 
platform should be _ revised 
partially or in its entirety. An- 
Other pending question is 
whether the target of the party’s 
struggles should be defined as 
the United States or as Japan’s 
“monopolistic capitalists mani- 
|pulated by the U.S.” 

Moreover, there has also been 
a conflict on the questions of 
Japanese agriculture and the 
Emperor system. An indication 
of this is that Sanzo Nosaka, 
Communist secretary-general, 
has changed his views on the 
postwar farmland reform and 
openly stated that “it had 
achieved some measure of suc- 
cess.” 

The two main quarreling 
groups are the “main-current” 
faction and the nationalistic 
“faction, The former con- 
Stitutes . the. . present. party 
leadership, including . Nosaka 
and Kenji Miyamoto. The latter 
clique is made up of Shigeo 
Shida, Etsuro Shiina and others, 
who either have been ousted 
from the party or have gone 
underground.

mittee member, guided the 
“military actions” of the party 
When Japanese Communists 
went on the rampage soon after 
World War II. However, he has 
been underground since Janu- 
ary, 1956, after allegedly having 
squandered huge party funds. 
But moves to organize a second 
Communist party under Shida’s 
leadership are reportedly being 
pushed by element who 
charge that the “exposure” of 
Shida’s alleged misconduct was 
a deliberate attempt to dis- 
credit him. Supporters of this 
group reportedly number more 

an 1,000, most of whom are 
in the Kansai district. It ap- 
pears that Shida also enjoys 
some support in the party head- 
quarters. 


Taking advantage of the anti- 
Stalin drive there have been ap- 
peals throughout the country to 
form the “National Communist 
Party” or the “Japan Workers 
Party,” independent of Moscow 
and the “international” faction 
of Japanese Communist. It is 
even said that the platform of 
the proposed new party already 
has been distributed to some 
quarters. 

Meanwhile, some members 
have openly defended Ritsu Ito, 
a former Central Committee 
member, who was ousted by the 
party and whose whereabouts 
remains a mystery. 

It is strongly believed that 
these factors and behind-the- 
scene maneuvers forced the 
party to postpone the national 
party convention in the hope 
that a change in international 
conditions and a smooth cultural 
exchange between Japan and 
the Soviet Union will come 
about in the meantime.

Singapore’s Health Minister 
said here Monday that any 
merger between Singapore and 
Malaya will have to wait until 
after both countries are on 
their feet after independence. 

A. J. Braga said that both 
British colonies—Malaya to be 
granted independence on Aug. 
31 and Singapore to be granted 
self-government — “should be 
joined because in reality they 
are one country separated by a 
Narrow causeway.” 

But, Braga said, before the 
two can merge, they would have 
to work out their own problems 
after independence. Complicat- 
ing merger, he said, was the 
fact that Malaya is predomin- 
antly Moslem while Singapore 
has a huge Chinese population. 


Braga arrived in Japan Sun- 
day night with Singapore’s 
medical planner Dr. Colin Mar- 
cus for a 15-day tour of Japa- 
nese medical facilities as guest 


| of the Japanese Government. 


The Singapore Minister of 
Health met with Prime Minister 
Kishi Monday morning and later 
with Welfare Minister Hiroshi 
Kanda.

Both Braga and Dr. Marcus 
were deeply inpressed at what 
they had seen at the crippled.

_ Perhaps, the most well-known 
of these temples is the Temple 
of the Emerald Buddha within 
‘the precincts of the Grand 
Palace. : 

A fascinating mural depicting 
‘the Ramayana is on the walls 
of the gallery surrounding the 
buildings of this temple. 

But in the chapel itself, 
stands the Emerald Buddha, the 
most revered of all Buddhas in 
Thailand. It is carved out of a 
single piece of jasper and seated 
high on a gilded throne. 

It is the custom, I was told, 
for the King of Thailand to 
change the clothes of the foot- 
high statue three times a year 
and pray to him for the na- 
tion’s prosperity. 

Buddha's New Clothes 


It was a lucky coincidence 
that I happened to be in Bang- 
kok on the very day this sacred 
Buddha had his apparel chang- 
ed into new ones by the King 
himself. I saw King Phumipol 
Aduldej riding in state to the 
temple while all traffic through 
the streets he journeyed were 
at a standstill. . 

The Wat Benchamabopitr is 
another lovely temple in the 
city. It is built in elegant and 
simple lines entirely of marble. 
The: grounds are beautifully 


ey 

gallery surrounding a 
courtyard floored with polished 
marble houses a most interest- 
ing collection of stone and 
bronze Buddhas from all parts 
of Asia. Many are originals, 
some reproductions. There were 
a number of examples of Japa- 
nese stone and bronze Buddhas, 

The huge Reclining Buddha 
at the Wat Po (the Temple of 
the Sacred Fig Leaf) has the 
soles of its feet delicately inlaid 
with mother of pearl. 

Thailand is a very religious 
country—at least this was my 
impression. 


Thousands of Monks 


In the early morning hours— 
from five to eight—thousands of 
young monks clad in flowing 
yellow robes make door-to-door 
rounds in Bangkok soliciting 
their daily meals. No home, 
how poor, I was informed, turns 
away any monk. With a few 
exceptions, the monks are bare- 
footed. They are not allowed 
to touch money, I was also told. 
‘The sprawling city of Bang- 


La | kok can be roughly divided into

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Soviet Intimidation 


Apparently the degree of agreement reached by the

muda was sufficient to upset Moscow’s equanimity. 

The Kremlin, of course, constantly persists in regard- 
ing any defensive or self-preservative action taken outside 
the borders of the Communist bloe as “aggression” against 
Soviet Russia and its ring of satellite States. 

The letters sent to Norway and Denmark can only be 
regarded as threatening and they are perhaps chiefly de- 
signed to intimidate these states in such a manner as to 
detach them from friendly relations with other West Euro- 
pean countries and reduce them to subserviency to Soviet 
wishes as has been to all intents and purposes the case 


with Finland. 


As regards the actual international situation as it now 
exists, Marshal Bulganin makes the extraordinary state- 
ment that after the Three-Power action against Egypt and 
the “Fascist rebellion” in Hungary, “new attempts were 

- made to worsen international relations and force the peo- 
ples on a road leading to aggravation of the threat of a new 


war.” 


This is, of course, meant to imply that the United 


States, with the aid of Britain and other Western coun- 
tries, has been planning to provoke an armed conflict with 

the Communist bloc. It may well be asked if any sensible 
person can believe such a thing; but Moscow obviously 

regards the thesis as good- propaganda and, in addition, 

handy camouflage for its own expansionist ambitions. 

_ Marshal Bulganin’s reference to Hungary shows ex- 

traordinary hardihood in view of the almost total sub-— 
servience to Moscow’s requirements now imposed upon the 

Kadar Government. When Mr. Kadar returned to Budapest 

from Moscow on Sunday he declared that the Soviet troops 

stationed in Hungary to defend “national independence 

and security” would remain as long as necessary. Among 

the tasks now placed on Hungary’s shoulders, as admitted 

by Mr. Kadar, are strengthening of the Communist Party, 


“crushing” the remnants 


of counter-revolution, and 


“deepening relations” with the Communist countries. 
Having made sure that its word shall be law in Hun- 

gary, Moscow is now intimidating the Scandinavian coun- 

tries and “warning” the Arab States on the subject of the 


United States’ Middle East policy. 


There are also reports 


that the Russians are building up formidable armed forces 
and installations in the Kola Peninsula and the former 
Finnish Karelia, close to the Norwegian and. Finnish 


-borders. 


Moscow may pretend that all this is done out of fear 
of NATO but a more natural conclusion is that it is seeking 
to break down any disposition on the part of the small 


nations to resist Red expansionism. 


In other words it is 


a resumption of the “cold war” in an aggravated form. 
If Soviet Russia were really the peaceloving nation it would 
have people believe it would hasten to disavow any desire 
to extend communism by intimidation and come to agree- 
ment with other nations for cooperative progress for all 


peoples on liberal lines.

Helicopter 


Service 


A department store in Tokyo has opened on its roof 
what is said to be the first heliport: of its sort anywhere in 


Japan. 


It seems unlikely that there will be much business com- 
ing to the store this way, at least for a while yet. 


But 


the idea is more than a stunt. As a matter of fact, there 
is already a decided need for helicopter service in our major’ 


cities. 


This can be illustrated easily. It takes well under two 
hours to fly between Tokyo and Osaka, a saving in time 
that is vitally important to more and more people these 
days. But the traveler has to allow for twice that time, be- 
cause of the long auto or bus rides between the outlying 
airports and the heart of the two cities. . 

The speed of air travel is all the more pointed up for 
the international traveler, who can reach here from Europe 
in barely 30 hours—only to find what seems the longest leg 


of his journey ahead of him. 


It isn’t just the time, either. 


The ugly route from Haneda into Tokyo is an unfortunate 
introduction to Japan, and it is also at least as hazardous 


as air travel. 


For a couple of years or more there has been intermit-: 
tent talk of inaugurating a city-to-airport helicopter service. 
Besides passengers, mail and freight could be expedited. 
Once rooftop heliports are established in the center of 
the city and the flying machines made available, there is no 
end to the demand that could be predicted for such service.

It often happens in history 
that two victors in a war fight 
over their ex-common enemy 
for its friendship. 

And if Communist China and 
World War II Allied Powers 
be considered to have 
waged that psyc war- 
fare in their treatment of Japa- 
nese war criminals, which side 
won seems to have been made 
rather clear by two recent pub- 
lications. 

Both are collections of mem- 
oirs by Japanese war criminais. 
But there is a sharp con- 
trast between them. 

One of them is called “Shi to 
Eiko” (“Death and Glory”), put 
out by the Nagashima Shobo. 
It is edited by an association of 
the families of about 4,000 Japa- 
nese war criminals, including 
more than 900 who were either 
shot or hanged. 

The organization which came 
into being in August 1952 first 
started to collect whatever writ- 
ings were left by the deceased. 
Upon getting in touch with the 
surviving kin, it received da 
on 701 of them, : 

According to the editors, the 
last notes were diaries, letters 
and poems, written on station- 
ary and an odd assortment of 
its substitutes—wrapping paper, 
toilet paper, cigarette cases, 
margins of books, bed sheets, 
shirts, handkerchiefs and even 
wooden boards. Ink, India ink 
and blood were used. 

In many cases, these were 
snuggled into Japan and into 
the hands of the kin by buddies 
of the executed men. 

Version j 

: lly, these were compil- 
ed into about 2,800 pages of 
Japanese manuscript paper, and 
was published as “Seiki no 
Isho” (Testament of the Cen- 
tury) a few years ago. In Feb- 
ruary this year, however, a more 
conciSe version, containing mis- 
cellaneous notes by 94 deceased 
men, was published under the 
new title. 

Its late contributors are Japa- 
nese military men whose ranks 
ranged from general (including 
Tojo and Dojhara) to sergeants. 
They were executed all over 
East Asia—at Singapore, Bata- 
via, Menado, Rangoon, Canton, 
and Sugamo. 

The other book, entitled 
“Sanko”, was published by the 
Kobunsha. Its editor is Kobun- 
sha’s own Editor Haruo Kanki, 
who has created many a contro- 
versial best-seller in recent 
years, 

A Chinese phrase, which 
literally means “Three Lights,” 
the title of the book is explain- 
ed on the cover. It refers to 
“complete killing, complete 
burning, and complete pillage.” 
As the title suggests, this is a 
gory anthology of confessed 
atrocities committed by Japa- 
nese military men in‘China. 

Received Copies ; 

According to Editor Kanki’s 


preface, this is how the publica- | 


tion came about, While touring 
Communist China last summer, 
he heard about the testimonials 
of war crimes given by accused 
Japanese in China. Upon re- 
quest, Kanki and other Japa- 
nese journalists on the tour 
were shown a list of the per- 
sonal accounts by 200 men. 

Having “a great urge to read 
them,” Kanki asked his Chinese 
host to send him _ copies. 
Two and a half months later, he 
received a shipment of 82 sep- 
arate memoirs, which filled 1,589 
pages of manuscript’ paper. 
Then Kanki picked 15 out of 
the accounts and made them 
into a ¥150 paper-cover pocket 
book, .which appeared in the 
stores last month,

Asahi Shimbun welcomed the 
passage by the Diet of the new 
fiscal year budget without any 
major hitch. The paper attri- 
buted it to the recent normali- 
zation of the Diet operation. It 
Tegretted, however, that the 
method of discussing the na- 
tional budget by the Diet was 
far from perfection. It also 
lamented that the Diet budget 
proceedings failed to clarify 
any points the people felt 
doubtful about in the national 


spending program. The paper 


indicated the new budget was 
originally compiled on these 
premises—stabilized prices, ba- 
lanced international account 
and improved overseas eco- 
nomy. The paper warned the 
Government, however, that all 
of these premises had received 


delicate changes. 

Mainichi Shimbun demanded 
that Prime Minister Kishi dis- 
solve the House of Representa- 
tives as soon as possible. The 
mission of the Kishi regime, 
which claimed having inherited 
the administrative plans of the 
Ishibashi Government, has been 
achieved with the Diet passage 
of the new national budget and 
other major bills. The paper 
said that the Socialists are in 
the right to ask the Government 
Party for a general election.

Such a situation, 
the paper said, is dangerous and 
the Government should there- 
fore draft a “positive foreign 
currency import budget.” 


‘Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya), commenting on the for- 
eign exchange budget for the 
first half of this fiscal year, ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the 


amount of foreign exchange 
funds for import of such vital 
commodities as coal, heavy oil, 
steel and machinery. The paper, 
especially, endorsed the Govern- 
ment plan for expanding the 
present list of Automatic Ap- 
proval Import System merchan- 
dise by allocating $150 million, 
or three times as much as the

For one thing, the authors of 
“Death and Glory” are all dead, 
while those of “Sanko” are 
living, some of them already 
back in Japan. 

What is basically distinct 


between them, however, is the 


theme. 
Sublime Death 

The title of “Death and 
Glory” explains its own sub- 
stance. The writers of the 
memoirs in this volume died in 
glory—at least in their own es- 
timation and also in the eyes 
of their kinfolk and possibly of 
its reader. 

Incongruously with the 
ignominious stigma they were 
given, the condemned men 
proved in their own last min- 
ute writings that they died 
“noble men, laudable Japanese 
and good husbands, fathers and 
sons.” In _ short, they died 
heroes’ deaths. 

But none of them died a 
penitent man. Each ‘believed 
that the death penalty was 
unwarranted. Yet, he took it 
with studied tranquillity be- 
cause it would be the way “a 
good Japanese should die.” 

A major who was executed in 
Java in late 1948, for instance, 
wrote to his wife: “..I fought 
heroically just as I promised to 
you. I fought with all my 
might. But the result is as you 
see it today. I am _ satisfied, 
however, in the thought that I 
am happy and grateful that I 
have had a good wife. I can 
go (die) with a peaceful mind 
. - + You will hear from others 
about what happened here, But 
I am sure you will believe me— 
I can die peacefully because I 
know you alone believe me. My 
soul will return to you to be 
the guardian of your happiness.” 


Captain's Memoir 

A navy captain, who had gra- 
duated from the Tokyo Imperial

They write in a vein which 
shows that they were not only 
thoroughly brainwashed but 
also contrite to the extent of 
masochistic self-incrimination, 

With sickening details and 
convincing precision, they gave 
accounts of arson, slaughter 
and all the violations of the con- 
duct of war. 

Particularly nauseating is one 
by Minoru Noda, a lieutenant 

d surgeon in the Japanese 
Army, who gives all the clinical 
details of a case of vivisection 
he personally conducted for his 
junior colleagues in April, 1945, 
in Central China. 

No less ghastly are the two 
stories on the germ warfare the 
Kwantung Army conducted in 
top secrecy at a heavily-guard- 
ed location in Manchuria. 
These are by a military police 
lieutenant colonel of the Staff 
Section of the Kwantung Army 
and by a noncom, 

An army lieutenant describes 
in his account how he executed

‘Peac Navy’ Poses Problem

LONDON {AP) — Japanese 
plans to send a “peace navy” 
into Britainjs hydrogen bomb 
testing zone/could pose one of 
the most barrassing ques- 
tions of the niclear age. 

In the long run it could bring 
blushes not only to Britain but 
every other nation seeking to 
test a hydrogen bomb at sea or 
in an island area—including the 
United States, 


The question is: . 


What can the bomb testers do 
if demonstrators refuse to leave 
the danger area after being 
warned away? 


From inquiries at the British 
Foreign Office and among West- 
ern naval circles, the answer 
appears to be: 

Nothing. 


They could go ahead with the 
tests and be free of responsibili- 
ty if the demonstrators are kill- 
ed. But from a legal viewpoint, 
they could not compel the dem- 
onstrators to leave so long as 
they remained clear of the three 
to 12-mile territorial limits., 

The danger zone declared for 
Britain’s tests this spring ex- 
tends for nearly a thousand 
miles in either direction in the 
mid-Pacific area of Christmas 
Island. 

The Japanese Seamen’s Union 
has opposed the “peace navy” 
pian as not in the interests of 
“peace.” Premier Nobusuke Kishi 
called it “inappropriate.” 

Nevertheless the plan ha3 
been approved at two rallies at- 
tended by thousands of Japa- 
nese. In England, a retired 
poultry farmer and his wife are 
seeking to join the expedition, 
saying they will “deliberately 
risk mutilation” to make their 
H-bomb protest known, 

Asked what course Britain 
will take if the expedition ma- 
terializes, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said: ' 

“It’s a hypothetical question 
and therefore does not require 

answer. Her Majesty’s 


Government expects everyone to 
act responsibly.” | 

An official naval source ex- 
pressed amazement when asked 
the same question. “It would 
be a very foolish thing for them 
to do,” he said. 

The Foreign Office pointed out 
that all naval powers, including 
Japan, have traditionally used 
the high seas for military exer- 
cises after posting appropriate 
warnings to mariners. 

By long accepted practice, the 
posting of such notices frees 
the nation involved’ from res- 
ponsibility in case the warnings 
are ignored. Although the high 
seas remain legally free, mar- 
iners are expected from the 
standpoint of prudence to keep 
clear of the danger area. if Bs 

But there appears to be ab- 
solutely nothing in the way of 
law requiring them to keep out. 

A British reply to an official 
Japanese protest against the 
tests contained what appeared 
to be a hint that force would 
be used to clear the danger zone 
if necessary. 

It said aircraft patrols have 
been set up to guard. against 
any ship entering the area in- 
advertently and added: 

“If any such vessel is sighted, 
warning leaflets in several lan- 
guages, including Japanese, will 
be dropped advising the vessel 
to leave the danger area. If 
such a warning is disregarded 
a ship will be sent to the spot 
to make sure that, in its own 
interests, the vessel leaves the 
danger area,” 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
declined to say whether this 
meant intruders would be ousted 


by force. 
“It’s ah etical question,” 
he repea “It is expected 


that everyone will act with pru- 
dence.” 

A western authority on naval 
law said that for ships of other 
nations to be forcibly ejected 
‘might, from a technical stand- 
point, be considered an act of 
war.

‘Nasser and Bermuda 


WASHINGTON — President 
Eisenhower .and British Prime 
Minister Macmillan no doubt ac- 
complished many useful things 
in Bermuda. But as far as their 
central problem in the Middle 
Bast is concerned, they came 
face to face with a stubborn 
fact, which has been summed 
up im the sadly facetious re- 
marks of a British diplomat and 
an American official. 

The British diplomat: “The 
only thing Nasser really has to 
worry about is that maybe we 
shan’t remember him in our 
prayers.” The American official: 


-“There’s no short hair growing 


around the Suez Canal.” 

The great powers of the West, 
in other words, are left without 
truly effective means of 
threatening or rewarding 
Egypt’s President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, and thus without effec- 
tive bargaining power. 


The use of direct force—the 

last resort—was ruled out when 
the British and French invaded 
Suez, and the United States 
pressed them to withdraw with 
no commitments whatsoever 
from Nasser. Any worry on 
Nasser’s part that the United 
States might ultimately resort 
to force was dissolved when the 
President said that the United 
States had no intention of 
“shooting its way through the 
Suez Canal.” 
_ Nasser, to be sure, might fear 
that the Western powers may 
cause the United Nations forces 
in Gaza to be withdrawn and 
thereafter, in effect, give the Is- 
raelis a green light to attack 
again. But an incident which 
occurred while the Bermuda 
conference was in_ progress 
should also reassure him on this 
point, 

Information reached Wash- 
ington, just after Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles had 
left for Bermuda, that French 


Defense Minister Bourges-Ma- 


noury had encouraged Israeli 
Foreign Minister Golda Meir to 
believe that French support 
would be forthcoming in case of 
a second round. On instructions 
from Dulles and the President, 
Undersecretary of State Chris- 
tian Herter called in French 
Ambassador Herve Alphand and 
politely read him the riot act. 
Since then, the French have 
hastily backed away from Bour- 
ges-Manoury’s offer, amidst a 
spate of diplomatic denials. 


Before the Bermuda confer- 
ence, the British were toying 
rather half-heartedly with the 
idea of reverting to a boycott of 


the canal and other measures 
short of force, as proposed by 
Dulles before the invasion. But 
the idea has now in effect been 
dropped as impractical]. A poll 
of the major shipping nations 
has indicated that none of them 
—except possibly Denmark, and 
conspicuously not including the 
United States—would join the 
British in a boycott. 

In these circumstances, it is 
hardly surprising that Nasser 
should be tempted to go for 
broke—to demand total control 
of Suez Canal traffic on his own 
terms. If Nasser demands and 
gets total control of the canal 
he will have won the ball game. 
After all, the British joined the 
Israelis and the French in at- 
tacking Egypt just because the 
prospect of control of their 
canal lifeline by the intensely 
hostile Nasser seemed to them 
intolerable. 

The canal will be open on 


April 10 or thereabouts. The 
moment thereafter when a 
British ship arrives at the 


canal may be a historic moment. 
For if there has been no prior 
agreed settlement, and tne 
British ship pays its canal tolls, 
cash on the barrelhead, on 
Nasser’s terms, Nasser. will 
have won his ball game. — 

In these circumstances, the 
Bermuda recipe for dealing 
with the canal crisis was sum- 
med up by one official as fol- 
lows: “We just have to go on 
hoping that Dag Hammarskjold 
can persuade Nasser to be rea- 
sonable.” That hope remains 
stubbornly alive. 

Nasser is under some pres 
sure from his -allies, notably 
King Saud, to be reasonable 
about the canal. He is also un- 
der real internal prégsure to 
make a_ settlement . which 
would free the blocked Egypt- 
ian accounts in London, Paris 
and New York. And he knows 
that, if he is unreasonable, 
great efforts will be made to 
find ways to by-pass the canal. 

Even so, it is surely a strange 
situation when the great pow- 
ers of the West must rely on 
the doubtful reasonableness of 
the Egyptian dictator, rather 
than their own power, to get 
an acceptable settlement of the 
vital Suez Canal issue. The 
situation arose because blind 
folly on both sides permitted 
the Western’ Alliance to come 
apart at the seams. Perhaps the 
Bermuda meeting will at least 
make it unlikely that the same 
thing will happen again. .

Seventh F leet Guards F ar East

WITH THE US. 7TH FLEET 
—The vast force of ships, planes 
and men that calls itself the 7th 
Fleet was made for war, but in 
Asia today it is America’s best 
assurance for peace. 


It is such a_ terrifyingly 
powerful U.S. armada that 
surely any potential Asian 
enemy—Communist China, to 
name names—would think long 
and hard before daring its 
might, 

There is every indication that 
the Peiping regime has thotight 
long and hard. The 7th Fleet 
is generally credited with 
being the reason the Com- 
munists have apparently drop- 
ped the idea of taking Taiwan 
by force. 

The fleet’s very presence, its 
great mobility, servés to deter 
aggressors. Its presence helps 
put teeth in U.S. defense treaties 
with nations like Japan and the 
Philippines. It is a stabilizing 
factor in the Far East. 


“It certainly is reassuring,” 
said Filipino President Carlos P. 
Garcia last week. during U.S. 
maneuvers off his coast, “to see 
this powerful force. It helps 
assure the safety of this coun- 
.” He was speaking for 
many Asians who have cast 
their lots with the United States. 

Backbone of the 7th Fleet is its 
carrier forces. There are three 
carriers in Far East waters at 
the moment—the Shangri-La, 
Hornet and Bennington. A giant 
of the Midway class will arrive 
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to bring the fleet up to strength 
shortly. 

It is no secret that the jet 
fighters and bombers of the fleet 
are capable of delivering atomic 
strikes. They could plaster the 
China mainland if the decision 
ever were made to turn them 
loose, 


The fast cruisers. like the St. 
Paul, Bremerton and Toledo, 
have the means to unleash guid- 
ed missiles, bird-winged arma- 
ments that can carry an atomic 
warhead 500 miles. 


The 7th, with its sister in 
the Pacific fleet, Amphibious 
Group Three, proved last week 
in operation “Beacon Hill” it 
could land a division of nearly 
20,000 Marines almost effortless- 
ly insofar as mobility and 
logistics were concerned, 


“Beacon Hill,” a vast training 
exercise that involved a total 
of 60,000 men, 100 ships and 
400 planes, was held off the-east 
coast of the Philippines, but it 
pointed up that the fleet is ready 
to do the same anywhere in 
Asia. 

Boss of the 7th, which also 
maintains a regular patrol 
mainly of destroyers in the tense 
Taiwan Straits, is Vice-Ad- 
miral Wallace M. Beakley, 53, 
a shrewd, sharp-eyed naval 
aviator. 

He has one of the toughest 
Navy jobs going. His philoso- 
phy about it is simple enough: 
to be ready for anything, any- 
where at any time. 

There would be plenty to con- 
tend with, if war came. Besides 
powerful Communist Chinese 
and Russian air bases on the 
mainland, the fleet is confronted 
with a growing Soviet Navy in 
Pacific waters. 

Latest estimates put 30 new 
Soviet warships in the area, in- 
cluding two powerful fresh 
cruisers. In all, the Soviets 
maintain probably 50 destroy- 
ers and “between 90 to 100 sub- 
marines.” American Far East 
sub strength is a closely-guard- 
ed secret. 

Vice-Admiral Roscoe Good, 
commander of Naval Forces Far 
East, whose main mission is to 
Support the 7th Fleet by 
providing it with ammunition, 
fuel and repairs, probably 
knows its potential as well as 
any man. 

“The fleet is within reason 
self-contained,” he said. “It can 
move from any one part of 
this broad area to another 
within three days. Across the 
board we are in better shape in 
the Far East than in World War 
Il. 

“It’s the biggest single factor 
of power for peace in Asia. It 
can make peace stick because it 
can move so fast. It’s big 
enough so it can split up 
and be in three places at once, 
if necessary. . 

“And when you put it all to- 
gether it’s got a Sunday purtch, 
And I mean a Sunday punch.” 
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
